Indiana Farmer. 


The potato has a curious history. 


It is a native of the elevated valleys 
of the Andes ia Peru and Chili, aud 
is found as far north as Mexico, 
it 


was taken to Spain Boon after the 
discovery of the American contiuent 
aud was cultivated in gardens aa a 
botanical curiosity. The tuber be- 
ing email and not edible in its wild 
stale, it attracted no attention. In 
1586 Sir Walter Raleigh introduced 
it into England, aud iscrediUd with 
bringing it from Virginia; but of 
this there is no evidence. Its culti- 
vation in the cool, moist summers of 
Ir land soon developed large tubers, 
\, liich were iound to consist chiefly 
ni starch. 


A succesbful experiment was made 


in the use of the tuber as food, but 
this was met and corabatted by a 
nuoiber of learned men, aud several 
works were written ami published 
to prove its poisonous character. It 
belongs to the great Nightshade fam- 
ily (Solitname), all if which are 
poisonoun, 
This indictment was 


Unr, but diey had not yet learned 
that a poisonous plant may bear a 
fruit or a tuber not only harmless, 
but very nutritions. Thw prejudice 
prevented the use of the tomato till 
within the last forty years. 
The 


truth is, both these vegetables taiug 
of Nightshade family, are poisonous 
in stem, leaf and flower, but this 
properly does not extend to the tu- 
ber of the one nor the fruit of the 
other. 


While on this subject, it is proper 


to say that solanine—the poisonous 
principle of this family—is some- 
times developed in the potato, even 
to a dangerous extent. If the In- 
here, while growing, are uncovered 
-=o as to expose them to direct sun- 
shiue, they will assume a green ap- 
pearauee and become poisonous 
from the presence of Bolanine. The 
same eftect, in a minor degree, is 
produced in the sprouting of pota- 
toes. If these are used in cooking 
they should be sliced and placed in 
cold water an hour or two before be- 
ing cooked. Otherwise sprouted po- 
tatoes are unwholesome food. 


The potato is a tropical plant, but 


is tuber producing quality is a 
Northern modification of the plant, 
and in this quality it is improved 
>y the cool Bummer of the north, 
and is successfully cultivated to the 
Arctic circle, and with adecided im- 
irovement in the quality of the crop 
and generally in its yield. The crop 
h sometimes injured by the intense 
heat i.f July tiud August, even at 
the fortieth de^n-e of latitude. The 
tendency of the tuber to degenerate 
in waim climates will suggeht the 
precaution of occasionally renewing 
the crop by planting Northern po- 
tatoes.

What Moody Staj* of (itiitean 


A statement having appeared in tbe 


pten that Ouiteau, the assassin of Pres- 
ident Garfield, had been a co-worker 
with Mr. Moody, the evangelist, and 
had lectured under the auspices of the 
Chicago Christian Association, a report- 
er called on Mr. Moody at his home, in 
Nortbfield, Mass, to ascertain what he 
knew about him. 


Mr. Moody stated that he bad known 


Onitean for ten years ; had never had 
any confidence in him, and thought him 
a bad man. He had more egotism and 
asiurance than any man he knew, and 
he thought he waa not entirely sound 
in his mind. At tbe opening of the 
meetings conducted by Moody and Sin- 
key at Chicago, in 1876, Guiteau pre- 
sented himself as an usher, having an 
immense red, white and blue rosette on 
tbe lapel of his coat, and a baton in his 
hand. As soon as Mr. Moody saw him 
be bad the rosette and baton taken from 
him and refused to permit him to act as 
an other. Two or three times he had 
him put out of the inquiry room. Gni- 
tean wrote several threatening letters 
to Mr. Moody, saying be was a Uwyer 
and would prosecute everybody connect- 
ed with the meetings. It was the opin- 
ion of those who came in connection 
with him then that ha was a little out 
of bis mind. Ik followed Mr. Moody 
to other places, but was never permitted 
to take part in tbe meetings or have 
anything to do with them. He tried at 
a namber of points to run up board bills 
un tbe plea of being with Mr. Moody in 
his work, and Mr. Moody, while being 
annoyed, could only denounce him as a 
fraud and impostor.

This caused great uneasiness to the doc- 
tors. The meaning of it waa that the 
abdume* of the patient wan •welling op 
like a dram, the swelling being due to 
an accumulation of air or gases in the 
internal tube or else in the peritoneum, 
ud this is considered a very unfavora- 
ble sign in iojuries like those of the 
president. Tlie tympanitis, happily.did 
not last long eaougb, ud was tot wfi- 
ciently great to cause ettrcmo danger.

This membrane takes its name 
from two llreik word*), which express 
its meaning—«ound, and to stretch ; 
peritoneum, therefore, meaning ia this 
initanee a membrane that stretches 
around and about the intestines. 
In- 


flammation of that membrane, or "peri- 
tonitis," always 
marks a dangerous 


phase of disease or iujury from wo»nds. 


The temperature of a siek or waund- 


ed person indicates the presence or ab- 
sence of the inflammatory condition, 
and, in cases like this, is watched with 
great solicitude. The temperature is 
ascertained by placing the bulb or a 
small thermometer, especially adapted 
to the purpose, in the' mouth of the 
patient, or sometimes under the armpit. 
Tbe natural average heat of the human 
body in a good condition of health is 
DS.ii decrees of Fahrenheit's scale. 
It 


is usually marked on our thermometer 
as -'blood heat" at the 93th degree. In 
very inflamed conditions tbe tempera- 
ture of patients lias been observed to 
raise as high as 103 degrees in children 
and 107 degrees in adults. Anything 
above 104 to 1115 degrees is regarded as 
very serious by physicians. The presi- 
dent's temperature has risen several 
timca to 101.9 degress, or nearly 3.5 
degrees above the normal or natural,— 
In Asiatic cholera the temperature 
sometimes sinks as low as 77 degrees, 
when even the breath of the patient 
feel* cold. 


The fluctuations of the pulse are no- 


ted carefully in the daily bulletins. In 
good healtb,and when the body is <|uiet, 
the natural beati of an adult male are 
about siity or seventy a minute. There 
are considerable differences, however, 
even in healthy persons, according to 
the comparative quiet or activity of the 
body, and whether standing, sitting or 
lying down. There are differences, too, 
at different periods of tbe day, the 
greatest frequency of .the pulse-beats 
occurring about the middle of the day, 
and the least about midnight. 
All 


other things being equal, the pulee is 
quicker in the morning than in the 
evening. In conditions of 
profound 


coma (morbid sleep) or lethargy the 
pulse-beats have dropped as low M 17 
in a minnle, and they have Actuated up 
as high as HOO in children afflicted with

would say officially and positively that 
the president is out of danger. Dr. 
Barnes said tbe president is practically 
out of danger. He gats stronger -and 
better every day. Everything is pro- 
gressing very nicely. 


Senator Butler, of South Carolina, 


called at the White House to-day and 
aaid to the president's private secretary 
that he wished that gentleman to con- 
vey to Mrs. Uarfield bis sympathy for 
his anxiety and his joy at the hopeful 
prospects of the preiident. 
He said 


that not only the people of his own 
state but the whole south detested the 
crime and hailed with joy the bright 
hopes that ihe reports from the sick 
room warranted. 


The physicians have decided not to 


try on the president the Bell electrical 
instrument for locating the ball. They 
say that the ball is all right and doing 
very nieeiy and that, there is no reason 
or necessity of disturbing the president 
to try the experiment to locate it.

Pub- 
lic feeling is quite strong here against 
Kring, and perhaps a majority of the 
people wish to have him suffer tba pen- 
alty of the law for the atrocious crime 
he committed. 


Kring was a drug clerk employed by 


Jacob Broemser. He conceived lor the 
wife of his employer a guilty passion, 
and has since claimed that illicit rela- 
tions existed between them, and that 
he was the father of tbe child Grade, 
unborn at the time of the murder. 
Kring was a married man. in tbe early 
evening of January 4, 1875, be drove 
to Mrs. Broemaer's house, in company 
with her eister-in-law and called her 
down to the street, after she had sent 
by her sister a message declining to 
join him in the proposed carriage ride. 
When she came down he called her to 
one side. The sister heard Mrs. Broem- 
ser say, "Oh, Mr. Kring, I am afraid of 
you." 
Kring said, "Yuu need not be 


afraid; I am not going to hurt you." 
Kring then said, "Will youb« my wife? 
1 nave a carriage there. Qet in and 
go along." She replied, I cannot. I 
am married and have a husband, and 
don't want you." 
He then said, "IF 


you don't marry me, that husband ol 
yours shall not possess you." 
The 


frightened woman started to run, and 
he followed and knocked her down, and 
with his revolver shot her in the back. 
The blood poured from her mouth, but 
she got up and started to run again, 
when he fired a second shot, which en- 
tered her thigh. The frantic woman 
continued to run until she fell bathed 
in blood. Kring bent over and put the 
pistol in her mouth, and pulled the 
trigger, but the cartridge snapped. He 
then put the pistol to his head and 
pulled again. It missed fire. He said, 
"I have my revenge." 


He tlen walked to the police station 


and gave himself up. Tbe little child 
of Mrs. Broemser was born, and died 
five days later. 
On January 1C she 


too died. 


On the night of the 4th he aaid in 


the station house, "I will find a way to 
cheat the gallows." 
He has succeeded, 


so far, and has cost the state in the 
neighborhood of $10,000 for witness 
and jury fees, expense of appeals, board 
of prisoners, etc. His defense has 
been insanity.

Soon after his arrival 
in Der.utur Mr. Curler, who was a cabinet 
maker by occupation, engaged in busi- 
ness for himself in a shop near where F. 
L. Hays & ('o.'s store building now 
stands, ami was for a time associated 
with Charles Pringle, father of our fellow 
townsman, Norman Pringle, in the same 
occupation. During the past 15 years the 
deceased had not been engaged in any 
kind of business, but employed his lime 
in looking after his property. He owned 
tbe store buildings in which Henry Smith 
and Wallers «fc Tyler, Ibe druggists, do 
business, a house and lot on North Water 
street, and the old homestead properly 
on tbe corner of West Prairie and Church 
atreeu which embraces half a block, and 
on which stands a large brick residence.
